Boat launching facilities and parking are
available at two (2) Village locations. On the

east side of the Village a launching facility

is available at beautiful Lake Winneconne

Park at the end of North 34 Avenue. On the
west side of the Village the launching facility is
located on North 1st Street. Daily parking permits
are available at self-serve stands.

North First Street

This landing is in the
Village of Winneconne
located on North First
Street. The boat launch
ramp and adjacent docks can barely handle all
the fishermen during the walleye and white bass
runs on the Wolf River.

Lake Winneconne Park*

More than a boat landing, this 28 acre park
features a boat launch area and an island-
protected channel where overnight mooring is
allowed. This park is located off third avenue
from Main Street in the Village of Winneconne.

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Located on the east end of Arthur Marble Park. Is

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Arthur Marble Park

In 1966, Winneconne native Arthur Marble
bequeathed a substantial sum of money to be used
for “recreation and
beautification”. From
this donation came the
acquisition of a 43.5 acre
parcel on the west edge
of the village.

A centerpiece of the village, Arthur Marble Park is

home to a four-acre swimming pond, three ball fields,
basketball courts, volleyball courts, archery range and
toddler and youth playground equipment.

In the early 1940’s the Children’s Country Home,
a non-denominational home for dependent and
neglected children, sold this beautiful 28-
acre waterfront to Winnebago County
for use as a County Park. Through a
strong community initiative the village
has obtained ownership of this property
and begun an aggressive
improvement program. A
beautiful gazebo on the
knoll overlooking Lake
Winneconne and the Wolf
River and is becoming a popular wedding site.

Picnic shelters with seasonal restroom facilities,
playground structures, ball fields, horseshoe pits and
a sandy swimming beach
are complimented by a
